Outstanding  export  sales  as  reported  by 
private  exporters  and  compiled  with  other  data 
in  this  release  give  a  snapshot  view  of  the  cur¬ 
rent  contracting  scene.  At  any  given  time  in  the 
course  of  a  marketing  year  outstanding  sales 
do  not  bear  a  consistent  relationship  to  even¬ 
tual  export  shipments.  A  meaningful  export 
projection  is  not  obtainable  by  the  simple 
device  of  adding  outstanding  sales  to  exports  to 
date.  The  latter  data,  alone,  may  provide  a  more 
reliable  measure  of  current  export  activity  than 
may  be  derived  from  a  year-to-year  compari¬ 
son  of  outstanding  sales. 
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EXPORT  SALES  REPORT 


Comments  for  release  of  August  28  (based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  period  ending 
August  21,  1980): 

Wheat :  Market  interest  was  modest  as  net  sales  rose  by  590,500  metric  tons  (MT).  Several  EC 
countries,  Japan,  China,  and  Egypt  were  the  principal  buyers.  The  export  pace  at  866,800  MT 
continued  to  be  good,  with  China  liftings  of  204,900  MT  by  far  the  largest  outgo. 

Corn :  Total  corn  sales  rose  by  slightly  more  than  1.3  million  tons,  with  the  bulk  of  buyer 

interest  about  evenly  split  between  new  and  old  crop  delivery  periods.  Japan  and  the  EC  were 
the  major  customers  for  MY  1979/80,  while  sales  to  unknown  destinations  accounted  for  much  of 
the  new  crop  sales.  Exports  (1,105,000  MT)  exceeded  one  million  tons  for  the  ninth  consecutive 
week. 

Barley :  Sales  activity  was  modest  as  one  new  sale  and  one  significant  change  in  destination 

were  reported.  New  sales  were  reported  to  Japan  (16,800  MT).  Sales  to  unknown  destinations 
declined  by  38,100  MT  with  the  bulk  of  it  shifted  to  Italy.  Exports  were  the  largest  in  many 
weeks . 

Rye :  Total  sales  of  rye  fell  as  exporters  cancelled  sales  of  15,200  MT  earlier  reported  to 

Canada. 

Oats:  The  first  sale  (6,100  MT)  in  a  number  of  weeks  was  reported. 

Sorghum:  The  market  was  relatively  quiet  with  only  modest  sales  to  Japan,  Israel,  and  unknown 

destinations  for  MY  1980/81  delivery. 

Rice:  The  market  was  fairly  dull  as  small  sales  were  reported  to  Canada  (9,000  MT),  Jordon 

( 9 , 800  MT)  ,  and  unknown  destinations  (10,200  MT).  Sales  of  9,300  MT  to  the  United  Arab 
Emirates  were  cancelled. 

Soybeans :  Market  interest  was  mainly  in  new  crop  beans  with  net  sales  of  274,300  MT  compared 
with  a  reduction  of  154,800  MT  in  commitments  for  MY  1979/80.  Canada  bought  8,200  MT  for  MY 
1979/80.  Japan  was  the  principal  destination  for  MY  1980/81  with  136,600  MT,  followed  by 
France  (50,800  MT) ,  Israel  (30,500  MT),  and  Taiwan  (27,000  MT).  Exports  continue  active  at 

275.900  MT,  although  down  17  percent  from  the  previous  week's  level.  Japan  (114,200  MT)  was 
the  principal  destination,  followed  by  the  Netherlands  (97,000  MT),  Norway  (25,200  MT) ,  and 
West  Germany  (20,300  MT). 

Soybean  Meal:  Net  sales  showed  little  change  from  the  week-earlier  level  as  contract 
adjustments  in  unknown  destinations  offset  net  sales  of  52,200  MT  to  West  Germany,  Bulgaria 
(18,900  MT) ,  Japan  (12,400  MT),  and  the  Netherlands  (10,900  MT).  Exports  increased 
considerably  to  168,100  MT,  compared  with  102,100  MT  a  week  earlier.  The  major  destinations 
were  West  Germany  (52,200  MT) ,  the  Netherlands  (48,100  MT),  Bulgaria  (36,900  MT),  and  Japan 

12.900  MT). 

Soybean  Oil:  Net  sales  at  21,000  MT  were  slightly  above  the  previous  week's  level.  The  bulk 
was  to  undeclared  destinations  (9,000  MT),  followed  by  5,500  MT  to  Colombia  and  5,000  MT  to 
Switzerland.  Exports  for  the  week  at  8,400  MT  were  up  somewhat  from  a  week-earlier  total. 
Colombia  was  the  major  destination  (3,500  MT),  with  a  total  of  3,800  MT  going  to  New  Zealand 
and  Australia. 

Cotton:  The  only  significant  activity  was  the  cancellation  by  China  of  40,000  RB  of  Inch  and 

1-1/32  inch  cotton.  Exports  slipped  to  84,600  RB,  with  81  percent  going  to  Asia,  including 
3,000  RB  to  China  and  8  percent  to  Europe. 

Hides  and  Skins:  Net  sales  for  the  week  were  244,000  pieces,  up  from  111,200  pieces  last 
week .  Whole  cattle  hides  accounted  for  231,100  pieces.  Japan  (159,000),  Korea  (37,200), 

Mexico  (23,200),  and  Canada  (17,600)  were  the  major  buyers.  Exports  totaled  420,800  pieces. 
Whole  cattle  hide  exports  went  mostly  to  Japan  (221,600),  Korea  (42,200),  and  Taiwan  (25,600).

Exports  of  wheat  and  corn  to  the  USSR  under  the  fourth  year  of  the  Agreement  have  been  completed.  A  total  of  7,939.3 
thousand  MT  (2,171.4  thousand  MT  of  wheat  and  5,767.9  thousand  MT  of  ^orn)  was  exported  -  60.7  thousand  MT  below  the  8.0 
million  MT  limitation  on  Fourth  Year  exports  announced  by  President  Carter  on  January  4,  1980.  The  Marketing  Year  1979/80 
export  figure  for  corn  -  5,953.0  thousand  MT  -  includes  185.2  thousand  MT  exported  after  October  1,  1979,  to  complete  Third 
Year  purchases.  This  quantity  is  not  included  in  the  Fourth  Year  corn  export  figure. 

V  Sales  under  the  Fifth  Year  of  the  Agreement  (Oct.  1,  1980  -  Sept.  30,  1981). 

In  accordance  with  the  President's  announced  policy,  a  total  of  8.0  million  MT  of  wheat  and  corn  will  be  permitted  to  be 
purchased  and  exported  under  validated  licenses  issued  by  the  Department  of  Commerce.  To  date,  sales  of  2,260  thousand  MT 
(  810.0  thousand  MT  of  wheat  and  1,450.0  thousand  MT  of  com)  have  been  reported. 

3/  In  accordance  with  the  export  suspension  announced  January  4,  1980,  no  additional  exports  of  soybeans,  soybean  meal,  or 

soybean  oil  would  be  permitted.  The  outstanding  export  sales  balances  which  remained  for  these  commodities  as  of  January  4, 
have  been  reduced  accordingly.
